OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., Sept. 18—(AP)—Eugene P. 


Gum of the Oklahoma Bankers' association, announced to- 
day that thieves who stole an airplane'.at Elk City, Okla., 
early this morning, left papers and maps at the airport 
there indicating they may have been the robbers of the 
Lincoln National Bank & Trust Co.. at Lincoln. Neb., 
yesterday. 


The craft, a Travelair biplane, 


was tasen from the hangar of W. 
Dewey Mauk at the Elk Citv airport 
at about 5 o'clock this morning. 
The thieves left a motor car stolen 
at Lyons, Kas. Previously a plane 
had been reported stolen at Graat 
B?nd Kas. near Lyons. Another 
plane" was reported stolen at Kan- 
sas City. 
, 
All Oklahoma airports were keep- 


ing a sharp lookout for the thieves. 
A plane answering the description 
of the Travelair landed at Curtiss 
Wright airport here at 7:30 a. m., 
today. The lone occupant took off in 
the direction of Wichita, Kas, after 
being informed it was too early to 
purchase gasoline. 
Gum said Mauk described the pa- 
pers to him as tracing a route from 
Lincoln across Kansas to Oklahoma 


The Bankers association said-the 


robbers were believed to have taken 
off from .near Omaha.

the robbers who held up the Lin- 
coln National Bank & Trust Co.

Bread wrappers 
bearing the label of an Omaha 
bakery and a Lincoln newspaper 
were found at the piece where they 
had parked. 
Later reports were that they went 
through Skiddy and Woodbine, ap- 
parently heading toward Wichita. 


Lends Credence to Report. 


-Reports of the theft of an air- 
plane at Great Bend. Kas, and an- 
other at Elk City, Okla.. together 
with the finding of papers and 
maps which indicated that

up of the Lincoln National bank

EXPLAIN LOOTING 


Police Situation Before 


Hold-up Shows One 


Saw Armed Men.

BANK AT HAY 
SPRINGS ROBBED 


Ncf Details Looting Sent 


In Word to State 
Sheriff's Office. 


RUSHVILLE, Neb., Sept. 18—(ff) 


—Five bandits robbed the First 
National bank at Hay Springs, in 
this county, of all its cash, bonds 
and notes this noon. 


The robbery occurred just at the 


noon hour, according to Sheriff Bob 
Bruce. 


Tom Morrison, cashier, was alone 


at the time the tire men driving up 
to the front of the institution in a 
wine colored Buick. Witnesses said 
they saw the number "35" on the 
license plate but no other figures. 
Although definite information was 
lacking concerning the 
amount 
taken, it was later reported that the 
loot was $14.000 in cash and bonds. 
First reports to Sheriff Bruce were 
that the "bank had ben cleaned" of 
all its money and securities. 
The robbery took place with dis- 
patch and in a short space of time 
and without gunplay except when 
four of the five men marched into 
the bank and commanded Morrison 
to surrender. 
The bandit machine 
escaped 
from town towards the northwest 
and was last seen speeding toward 
trie vicinity of. Pine Ridge, S. TX 
Posses of men in cars went in im- 
mediate pursuit while an airplane 
•soared over head.

Found for City 


Riot Guns. 


With calmness succeeding the in- 


tense excitement attendant on the 
daring robbery of the Lincoln Na- 
tional Bank & Trust Co., there 
stands revealed a succession of cold 
facts, which explains how a gang of 
gunmen can and did invade a city, 
loot a bank, and make a clean cut 
escape without a finger raised to de- 
ter them. 
The police stiuation as it existed 


before the robbery was this: Pa- 
trolman 
Wilson, 
who ordinarily 


covers the beat on which is located 
the Lincoln 
National bank, 
was 


detailed to the university coliseum. 
Patrolman Nichols W e d n e s d a y 
morning was covering three beats, 
and at the time of the robbery was 
at the Burlington depot, at the far 
end of his territory. The officer 
nearest to the bank, according to 
information from nolice officials, 
was Patrolman Beals, who was 
standing in front of the Security 
Mutual Life Insurance Co. building, 
less than 150 feet from the bandit 
car. Patrolman Beals saw the car, 
and the armed guard on the corner, 
but declared he thought tbe car was 
one driven by SUte Sheriff Condit 


Motor Officer Schappaugh and 


Detective Peter ;Meyer were the 
only officers at police headquarters, 
with the exception'of Detective Leon 
Towle, who wa_s,off^duty Wednesday., 
but who had gone to the station 
dressed in duck-hunting 
attire.

Ruth Alexander, 24-year-old San 
Diego aviatnx, plunged to death in 
her airmane here today shortly 
after taking off on a projected one- 
stop transcontinental flight to New- 
ark, N. J. 
Miss Alexander left Lindbergh 


field at 3:28 a m, P. S. T., and flew 
but four'miles when death stopped 
her undertaking. With a terrific 
crash, her 
low-wing monoplane 


plane plowed into a hill four miles 
north of the field. Her broken body 
was found in the wreckage Parts of 
the plane were strewn for several 
hundred feet.

A wing of the plane was found 
about 390 feet from where the body 
of the aviatrix and the motor and 
the other wing lay. 
The motor was torn completely 


away from other parts of the plane. 
No trace of the "stick" or propeller 
could be found. 


Motor Ploughs Into Earth. 
The motor plowed into the ground, 


making a large hole. The fuselage 
was folded into a small bundle, 
several traces and struts were 
wrapped around Miss Alexander's 
body. 
An explosion in the gasoline tank 


was considered as a possible cause 
of the crash. 
Miss Alexander's flight officially 
began at Agua Calicnte, Mexico, 
shortly after 1 a. m. She landed her 
plane, christened the Agua Ca- 
liente," at Lindbergh field for check- 
ing.A low fog swept in from the sea, 
but the aviatrix was thought to have 
hurdled it shortly after ter east- 
ward takeoff, having gained an alti- 
tude of 500 feet.

The Railroad 


T 


HE Great Plains of which Nebraska is 


a part offered an ideal field for the 
railroad builder. 
Between the 
Missouri 
river and the Rockies no important topo- 
fraphical obstacles exist. 
After the river 
was crossed no important streams1 bar 
progress westward. In fact, the Platte in- 
stead oi barring progress aids it. The Ore- 
gan Trail and the Overland trail to the 
mines of California had found the valley of 
the Platte an easy way of access to oie 
promised land. The first railroad, the Union 
Pacific, inevitably followed the same path 
Until the rails reached the fork of the stream 
at North Platte they do not cross it. Prom 
Julesberg it followed the Lodgepole up to 
the plateau of eastern Wyoming and found 
it a ready path to the great mountains west 
of Cheyenne. The Burlington in the south 
Platte portion of the state has a route 
almost as easy and direct to the west. II 
was inevitably a part of the westward move- 
ment iollowing the Civil War that this re- 
gion should become the scene of great rail- 
way building. 


But few of ti- 
-users who came before 
the railroads c 
. could see it. 
They 
thought of wood ^a.mng locomotives—where 
on these treeless prairies was the fuel tO be 
found where the timber for ties and bridges? 
Even if the road could be built, how could it 
be supported? What would it haul? They 
could not see that the grass that supported 
millions oftmffalos would equally support 
herds of domestic cattle. They could not see 
that the soil and climate that produced the 
grass would also produce corn and wheat. A 
railroad to the west coast was all right as a 
military link, to be operated as such and 
supported by government subsidies, but aside 
from that few could see the possibility of 
further development. So when Nebraska be- 
came a state and the Prairie Capital was 
located at Lincoln, then far beyond the rail- 
head of. any road, it was opposed because it 
must lorever be an inland town. And for a 
while it was just that. Its first buildings 
were made of stone and lumber hauled by 
oxen and horses from Plattsmoutb or Ne- 
braska City. Its first capitol was buiit in 
this way. Its first citizens all came in 
cither on their own feet or drawn by the 
' leet oi horses. 


• 
But the opponents of the new site were 
soon proved wrong. The town grew rapidly. 
The B. and M. pushed its slow way up Salt 
Creek and the Prairie Capital had its first 
railroad. That made the town grow still 
more rapidly. The country began to settle. 
The railway had business hauling supplies 
in. and it "was evident that it would soon 
have business hauling grain out. Branches 
were built. The Midland Pacific, and the 
A. and N. reached out to the south and east 
The process did not stop until Lincoln be- 
came the railroad center of the state. 


The first railroad of the 70's was not much 


like the railroads of 1930. It landed its pas- 
senger and freight at about Seventh and M 
streets. When it rained the station was in 
a lake. The engines v:ere small as they 
needed to be to stay on the light rails. The 
cars were wooden—hot in summer and freez- 
ing in winter. They -acre controlled by hand 
brakes applied on sienal from the engine 
wJiistlc. A summer journey, say to Nebraska 
City, was an event. The train rambled 
leisureh- across the pleasant country. 
The 
summer breeze came in the windows with 
ihc smoke and cinders. The linen duskr 
was the accepted travelling ct»it. Station 
stop* were frequent and long- The engince: 
seemed lo have a tot of visiting to do at 
c-.erv town. Tommv Rvan. the conductor. 
•R-as'thc cuide and friend ol every adventur- 
ous passenger.

prog ress westward. 
In fact, the Platte in­ 
stead ot barring prog ress aids it 
The Ore- 
g an Trhil and the Ov erland trail to the 
mines of California had found the v alley of 
the Platte an easy way of access to the 
promised land. The first railroad, the Union 
Pacific, inev itably followed the same path. 
Until the rails reached the fork of the stream 
at North Platte they do not cros. it. 
From 
Julesberg it followed the Lodg epoh* up to 
the plateau of eastern Wy oming and found 
it a ready path to the g reat m ountains west 
of Chey enne. 
The Burling ton in the south 
Platte portion 
of the state 
has a mute 
almost as e a sy and direct to the west. 
It 
was inev itably a part ot the westward mov e­ 
ment following the Civil War that this re­ 
g ion should become the scene of g reat rail­ 
way building . 
But few of tl 
n?ers who came before 
the railroads 
t 
could 
see 
it. 
They 
thoug ht of wood , *.iung locomotiv e*—where 
on these treeless prairies was thp fuel tT> be 
found, where the timber for ties and bridg es? 
Even if the road could be built, how could it 
be supported? 
W hat would it haul? They 
could not see that the g rass th a t supported 
millions of "buffalos would eq ually support 
herds of domestic cattle, lh e y could not see 
that the soil and climate that produced the 
g rass would also produce corn and wheat,. A 
railroad to the west coast was all rig ht as a 
military link, to be operated as such and 
supported bv g ov ernment subsidies, but aside 
from that few’ could see thr possibility of 
further dev elopment. So when Nebraska be­ 
came a state and the Prairie Capital was 
located at Lincoln, then far bey ond the rail­ 
head of any road, it was opposed because it 
must forev er be an inland town. 
And for a 
while it wa,s just that. 
Its first building s 
were made of stone and lumber hauled by 
ox en and horses from Plattsm outh or Ne­ 
braska City . 
Its iirst capitol was built in 
this wav. 
Its first citizens all came in 
either 011 their own feet or drawn by the 
feet of horses. 


But the opponents of the new site were 
soon proved wrong . The town g rew rapidly . 
The B. and M. pushed its slow way up Salt 
Creek and the Prairie Capital had its first 
railroad. 
T hat made the town g row still 
more rapidly . 
The country beg an to settle. 
The railway had business hauling supplies 
in, and it was ev ident that it would soon 
hav e business hauling g ram out. 
Branches 
were built. 
The Midland Pacific, and the 
A and N. reached out to the south and east 
The process did not stop until Lincoln be­ 
came the railroad center of the state. 


The first railroad of the 70\s was not much 
like thp railroads of 1930. It landed its pas­ 
seng er and freig ht at about Sev enth and M 
streets. 
When it rained the station was in 
a lake. 
The eng ines were small as they 
needed to be to stav 
011 the lig ht rails. 
I lie 
cars were wooden—hot in summer and freez­ 
ing in winter. They were controlled by hand 
brakes applied on sig nal from the eng ine 
whistle. A summer journey , say to Nebraska 
City , was an event.

train

leisurely across the pleasant country . 
Th* 
summer breeze came in thp windows with 
the smoke and cinders 
The linen duster 
w’as the accepted trav elling coat. 
Station 
stops were freq uent and long .. The eng inee: 
seemed to hav e a lot of v isiting to do nt 
every town.

Werner is the woman who refused 
to obey a command by one of-the 
men to "get inside," but executed 
a hasty retreat and, after making 
her way across Twelfth street, gave 
the first information that the rob- 
bery was in-progress. 


lhades of Jesse James, Al Ca- 


pone, and all their ilk," she re- 
marked. "Never in my life did I 
expect to meet up face to face with 
an adventure like that, and least of 
all in Lincoln. 


"I" sallied forth, little dreaming 


into what I sallied. -With all the 
confidence and 
aplomb—or is it 
aplomb?—in the world I started to 
enter the door of the Lincoln Na- 
tional bank.

—"The country needs fewer lodge 
memberships and more home mem- 
berships," said R. Eoltby Myers, Los 
Angeles, president of the 
United 
States Building and Loan league, 
speaking here last night before the 
annual convention of the Nebraska 
League of Savings & Loan associa- 
tions. 


Declaring that too many men be- 


long to lodges and country clubs to 
the neglect of the home owning 
transaction, Mr. Meyers said that 
payments for a home should come 
before club assessments or initiation 
fees. 


"Even people who have homes to- 


day let them get into such a condi- 
tion that they are ashamed to take 
their friends home for dinner. So 
they drag them to the country club 
and spend more than they should," 
said the speaker. 


"Fix up the old home and give 


your parties there," said the build- 
ing and loan league president. 
"II you haven't a home, use your 


lodge dues for building and loan 
"dues. When I was married I be- 
longed to nine lodges, and I gave 
them all up so I could buy a home." 
The league president urged the 


building associations to this area to 
combined effort to bring about the 
construction of mare homes during 
the next year, and stated that wide- 
spread construction programs would 
aid a return .of prosperity through 
giving employment to those now out 
of work, through the sale of all the 
materials and equipment used in 
homes, and through the circulation 
of monies spent for these purposes. 


Easier to Finance. 


"It is not always possible to un- 
dertake great construction entei;- 
prises at times like this," said Mr. 
Myers. "The country 
has 
been 


urged to build by many leaders who 
point out that resumption of con- 
struction will allay the depression. 
It takes a lot of planning and not 
a little money to undertake, for in- 
stance, many new commercial build- 
ings, even though they'would ab- 
sorb much material and labor. 


But homes do not involve such 
greatexpenditures.it is entirely rea- 
sonable and possible for many home 
owning projects to be launched dur- 
ing the next year, and this would 
have the same results as a resump- 
tion of construction in other fields, 
and can be accomplished quicker." 


"The building and loan interests 


stand ready to counsel and guide 
buyers or builders of new homes, to 
see that they do not overbuy or un- 
derbuy, to see that they pay the 
right prices for materials, as well 
as to render them financial aid." 


Mr. Myers also described the na- 
tional membership campaign being 
undertaken by the league. 
Officers 


in states throughout the country are 
driving for thousands of new build- 
ing and loan members in order to 
increase the already huge sums held 
by these associations exclusively lor 
home financing purposes. 
Mr. Myers Is on a three-month 


national" speaking tour to aid this 
expansion program.

Winter Storms 


LONDON, Sept 18—(AP) — At 
least one life has been lost in a 
heavy overnight wind and 
rain 
storm which has caused great dam- 
age in the British isles. 
When the wall surrounding a 
school being erected collapsed at 
Glasgow early today, a night watch- 
man was buried in the debris ana 
taken out dead.

Cormick, republican senatorial no- 
minee, claimed tapped the line to 
her home at Byron, 111., were laid 
before the 
senate 
investigating 


committee yesterday by T. B. 
Thompson, publisher of the Rock- 
ford, HI., Daily Republic, owned by 
Mrs. McCormick. 
The photographs were taken last 


Sunday. Thompson said when he 
was called ss a witness to testify 
whether or not the republican can- 
didate had become financially in- 
terested in the newspaper in order 
to further her campaign. The pho- 
tographs were not admitted as evi- 
dence, but the members of the com- 
mittee inspected them. 


Again Refuses Carlstrom. 


Chairman Gerald P. Nye, sena- 


tor from North Dakota, then told 
Thompson, "Unless you are dei- 
mitely prepared to declare that this 
committee, a member of it or an 
employe, was responsible for this 
wire tapping, we are not_incunea 
to carry ovi investigation any far- 
ther.' Senator Nye also said, "No 
member of this comm?*tee, no per- 
son employed by this committee has 
done anything of this kind." 
The committee again denied the 
plea of Attorney General*. Oscar 
Carlstrom of Illinois that he be al- 
lowed to present a statement in de- 
fense of Mrs. McCorraick. 


Mrs. McCormick, in a statement 
last night, attacked that of Nye by 
asserting that, "It is a fact that 
agents of the committee have tapped 
wires and that these operations 
were in'connection with the inves- 
tigation being conducted by 
the 
committee." 
She said her only 
conclusion was that "The reason 
the chairman has finally refused re- 
hear those witnesses," who. she said 
would prove her charges, was ' that 
he is afraid to hear them."

the robbers forced her to stop. She 
begged them not to take her money, 
saying she had only $50 and was a 
long way from home The robbers 
left without robbing her. 


The O'Rourke car was the third 
attacked on the road during the 
night. In each case the robbers 
fired, but no one else was wounded, 


suspects were arrested.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 


Senator Smith W. Brookhart, re- 
publican, Iowa, issued a statement 
today assailing Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, . democratic governor of Neyv 
York, in connection with his recent 
advocacy of repeal of federal control 
of liquor. 
. The senator- said the governor had 
failed to give prohibition a fair trial 
in his state. He added that under 
the circumstances no fair minded 
person could say that prohibition 
had been a failure "even in New 
York." 


"It is Governor Roosevelt who has 
been a failure," Broofchart said. 
Eecalhng his advocacy of a union 


of the west and south for political 
action on economic grounds, the 
lowan's statement said: 
"In the last session of the senate 
such a union was effectively in op- 
eration for most of the session. 


TTrges West-South Unite. 
"The way now is open for the 


west and the south to unite against 
the centralized power of all states 
which have destroyed the prosperity 
of agriculture, of the independent 
merchants, of the independent man- 
ufacturers, 
of 
tbe 
independent 
bankers, and of. every other legiti- 
mate independent business." 


"The west and the south are also 
united in opposition to the issue 
raised by Governor Roosevelt for the 
repeal of the Eighteenth 
amend- 
ment," Brookhart said. "Since this 
issue has been put forward by the 
son of Wall street also, it furnishes 
an additional and powerful reason 
for co-operative action between the 
west and the south." 


Donovan Favors Repeal. 


NEW YORK, Septt. 18— <£>)— Ad- 
vocating repeal of tbe Eighteenth 
amendment, Col. "William J.< Don- 
ovan, former assistant United States 
attorney general, likened the posi- 
tion of the republican party today 
to the plight of the whig party be- 
fore the Civil war. 


"The disintegration of tbr whig 
party in the slavery controversy is 
illustrative," he said, speaking be- 
fore the Young Republican club. 
"That organization in the 
fifties 


found the slavery issue loaded with 
political, moral and emotional dyna- 
mite. 


"The whigs did not meet the logic 


of events. Guided by short-sighted 
expediency Shd timidity, they per- 
sisted in a policy of evasion.

"Turning back the pages ol history to 
the days of President Harrison, the earn- 
est files of our offic« disclose seventy-one 
associations operating in Nebraska with 
total assets of J2.S02.555.67. By 1SS3.-the 
year of the world's fair at Chicago, the 
number- of associations had increased to 
eighty-four and the total assets had In- 
creased accordingly to over three and 
one-half millions. From that time the 
total assets of the associations increased 
until they passed the five .million mark 
early in President Roosevelt's administra- 
tion and further increased to over ten 
millions at the close. From 1908 until 
1912 
during Taft's administration, thej 


increased 100 per cent. 
At the close ol 
President Wilson's administration. 1920, 
we find the totals had continued to grow 
until they reached $77.939,33740. During 
the next nice years and up to 1929 the 
total assets —more than doubled again, 
Teaching a total of $163,460,364 32.

secured by a first mortgage. 
"The building and loan theory or plan 
is handed down to us by the older states 
and, as cow operated in Nebraska, con- 
templates paying a fair dividend to the 
snareholders and the building up of a 
substantial reserve to take care of any 
unforeseen losses that may come during 
a long period of time The service rendered 
to the shareholders is not for the pur- 
pose of paying dividend* alone but, with 
good management and a substantial re- 
serve, safety is offered for the invest- 
ment of savings. 


-N'cw Banking Law 


''Our Nebraska ;aus nave Deen Im- 
proved from time to time and possibly 
tne greatest changes in the department 
of trade and commerce fn recent years 
were made during the session of 1929 and 
approved 
by 
Governor 
Weaver. 
The 


principal changes are set out under house 
roll 249, which refers to a number of 
matters of interest at this time covering 
examinations and re-organizations. 
"Prior to 1929 the examining force of 


the Department of Trade and Commerce 
made all of the examinations for banks, 
building and loan associations and trust 
companies. 
Under the new law all ex- 
aminations of banks are made by ex- 
aminers whn do nothing else but examine 
banks directly under the bank commis- 
sioner, while building "and loan associa- 
tions and trust companies are directly 
examined by examiners who give 
all 
their time and attention to these latter 
concerns and have no connection what- 
ever with bank examinations. 
The coit 


of these examinations is payable directly 
by the institutions examined. 
Building 
and loan associations now have the ad- 
vantage of expert examiners trained and 
drilled in building and loan activities 
who make these examinations regularly 
and completely. 


Reorganization Procedure. 
"The mutuality principle that has been 


so outstanding in building and loan as- 
sociations has been carried out to the 
fullest extent during the past year in 
connection with re-organization of several 
of our building and loan associations 
The building and loan statute provides for 
the re-organiation of a building and loan

through

shareholders 
selecting a new managing board 
"While • the re-organization feature of 
house roll 249 refers only to banks, the 
policy of the department has been to 
proceed in the building and loan re-or- 
ganizations by the selection of committees 
representing tbe shareholders under much 
the same procedure as pursued in bank 
re-organization. The depositors committee 
in connection with batik re-organizations 
and liquidations was recommended early 
in 1929 by Governor Weaver and made 
effective immediately. Th« use of sucli

In 1928 she came to California, 
earning her way to San-JD.'ego by 
driving a car for some tourists. She 
began carrying out her ambition to 
fly by working and saving money for 
instruction. She worked in a beauty 
shop for a while and also as a 
waitress. She enrolled for an avia- 
tion course and quickly showed apti- 
tude. 


On November 17 \last year, al- 


though £ie had less than twenty 
hours training and instruction, Miss 
Alexander passed the rigid tests 
prescribed by the Federation Aero- 
natutics Internationale and qualified 
to try for any aviation record recog- 
nized by that organization. 
The next day she went aloft In a 
light plane, soared to a height of 
approximately 18,000 feet and estab- 
lished a world's record for women 
fliers in planes of less than 100 
horsepower. 


Less than three weeks ago Miss 


Alexander added another feat to her 
achievements by making a non-stop 
flight 
from Vancouver, B. C. to 


Agua Caliente, Mexico, in sixteen 
hours. 


Before she took off from 
the 
field, Miss Alexander jokingly told 
reporters that if she cracked up to 
"Send r^e purple pansies—I like 
them best."

Figures showing the net operat- 
ing income of railroads operating 
in the western territory to have 
been more favorable during the 
period between January 1. 1929 and 
June 30, 1930, than it vas at any 
time during the preceding eight 
years are contained in an answer 
filed with the interstate commerce 
commission by the Nebraska rail- 
way commission, to the carriers' 
aoplication for reconsideration ol 
the recent order for revision of all 
gram transportation rates. 


The total net income for 1929 


was $492.000,000. In 1928 it was 
$464,000,000. In 1925 it was $415,- 
000,000, and in 1921 it was $285,- 
000,000, according to-the brief pre- 
pared by U. O. Powell, rate expert, 
and Hugh LaMaster, attorney for 
the Nebraska commission. 


These figures are quoted to back 


up the commission's denial of the 
carriers' contention that existing 
rate level has been insufficient to 
provide a fair return. 
General denials are also enticed 


to a number of other complaints 
made by the railroads to the in- 
terstate 
comr. erce 
commission's 
order reducing the eram rates. 


Asks Delay in Class Boost. 


The commission has also filed a 


motion with the interstate commis- 
sion asking that the new class rate 
schedules, which "will mean rate in- 
creases for Nebraska shippers, not 
become effective until'the dispute 
over the grain rate order is de- 
cided. The increase in class rates 
will be offset to a certain extent 
by the decrease in grain rates, and 
the commission contends that it 
would not be fair to Nebraska 
shippers to put the increased rates 
into effect while the benefits from 
the decreased rates are being de- 
layed. Shipper Interests of Tcpeka, 
Kansas, and South Dakota, have 
filed objections with the interstate 
commission to the Nebraska mo- 
tion for delay, in the class rate 
case. 
The proposed changes in 
class rates will have a different ef- 
fect on shnroers in those territories 
than on Nebraska shippers.

Wheat prices will be -steady to 
iirm, coin prices near present levels 
or a little lower, hog prices will 
probably weaken within 30 days,

Hedges on September 15. 
The August index of farm prices 


was 35 points below August of last 
year. The index declined 
three 
points from July to August, accord- 
ing to Mr. Hedges' statement. 


Wheat May Recover. 


"Wheat prices may recover a little 


from present low levels due to some 
let-up in movement of supplies and 
a reduction in the unusual premium 
of corn over wheat. The world 
wheat supply, however, continues to 
be the main factor against price im- 
provement. 
. 
. 
"The usual trend of corn prices is 


downward, but the late corn s crop 
and the drouth will help keep the 
price near the present levels. The 
possibility of substitution makes the 
present price of .corn seem too high 
in comparison with other grain 
prices, and some adjustment 
may 


occur in the next 30 days. 


Delay Hog Decline. 


"The seasonal decline in 
hog 


prices will probably be delayed a lit- 
tle later than usual this fall due to 
a favorable pork storage situation 
and smaller receipts of hogs this 
yer than last. 
i 
"Supplies of fat cattle should not 


be heavy and prices on. finished cat- 
tle should continue on a firm basis 
in the next 30 days. Prices on lower 
grades of slaughter cattle aixy not 
be as favorable. Uncertainty in the 
feed situation has delayed the de- 
mand for stocker and feeder catae 
but this demand should pick up in 
Nebraska where there is a plentiiui 


SU"01d "storage stocks of butter on 
September 1 were 15 per cent under 
a vear ago and 3 per cent under the 
five year average. August receipts of 
butter were 19 per cent smaller than 
in August, 1929. The small stocks 
and decreasing production will tend 
to raise the price of butterfat in the 
next 30 days.

Poultry Situation G«od. 
"Storage stocks of case eggs were 


9 per cent above the five year av- 
erage, and 23 per cent over Septem- 
ber 1, a year ago. August receipts 
of eggs, where 17 per cent smaller 
than a year ago but September re- 
ceipts thus far. have been almost 
equal to those of 1929. These condi- 
tions will work against the usual rise 
of egg prices In the fall which re- 
sult* from decreasing production. 
The poultry supply situation has im- 
proved and the prices should be 


• steady for the next 30 days. 
"While there is little to prove that 


business has turned for the'better 
there is<a more optimistic attitude 
in the general business world at the 
-present time. Indications are that 
recovery, -when it comes, will be 
gradual and extended over a long 
period. Political disturbances in 
South America and failure of the 
automobile and construction indus- 
tries to show- more activity, are 
among the discouraging factors. Or- 
"ders for steel and machine tools

T 
WERE BUILT. 


•Huge trucks and large passenger busses are be- 


coming an increasing problem on the new highways," 
remarks the Kansas City Star. "Their development 
has come with such -a. rush that regulation has not 
kept pace with it. Yet almost every week furnishes 
evidences that they must be taken in hand if they 
are not to sweep the roads away from those for whom 
they were constructed. Even where no accidents oc- 
cur, every driver knows the menace from these great 
vehicles moving at high speed over narrow ribbons of i 
concrete." 


The foregoing relates to conditions in Kansas and 


Missouri. 


It applies with equal force to Nebraska, for truck 


and bus development here has been no less rapid 
than in the two states to the south. Actually the 
menace of accidents is greater in Nebraska because 
the chances of collision in loose gravel arc greater 
than on hard surfaced roads. So while we have a 
more pressing problem because such an small propor- 
tion of the highways are paved, .there will be slight 
in any diminution of it after hard-surfaced roads ex- 
tend across the ^entire state. 


The fact should not be overlooked that road sys- 


tems are constructed primarily for the use of individ- 
uals. The millions spent for highways was gladly 
provided because the farmer was'told it would be 
easy and economical for him to get his grain and live- 
stock, to market, and that his family would have 
ready and easy access to town. Townspeople under- 
stood it would enable them to visit other towns with- 
out a loss of time; salesmen saw the opportunity to 
cover their territory by automobile. In short the 
highways were built to 
permit the individual to 


utilize the automobile to the greatest advantage. 


In the beginning, however,' few realized the full 


possibilities to which the highways might be put. 
The development of good roads in all sections of the 
country led to an enormous expansion of local mass 
transportation. The- opportunities 
of 
distributing 


merchandise by truck deyeloped^so rapidly as to fur- 
rdeh real competition for the railroads in the trans- 
portation of freight, and only in a_slightly lesser de- 
gree in the handling of-passenger business. It, has 
been a necessary'and Valuable advance in modern 
business and industry but it has hkewise created'prob-" 
lems which call for solution. There should be regu- 
lation for the purpose of guarding and protecting' life; 
and likewise the wear and tear of heavy trucks and 
busses upon the roads, should it would Mem call for 
a study to determine how much the owners of these 
vehicles should be called upon~to pay for maintenance 
of the highways which they use. 


In. Nebraska the license fee for busses is lower than 


in Kansas. Here the companies\engaged4n bus trans- 
portation pay a flat fee of $25 a year on long haul 
business, and $7 a year for each i»ssenger capacity. 
In Nebraska a 24-passenger bus pays $193 a year 
while In Kansas the license costs $230. In Missouri 
the license costs $240. In Nebraska license fees for. 
trucks range from $8 a year for those with a capacity 
of 2,000 pounds to a maximum of $35 for the largest 
trucks. In Kansas the truck: license ranges up to 
$200 a year. Missouri follows Nebraska on truck fees 
with a sliding scale of about the same rates. 


It would seem these questions are matters which 


should be considered by the Nebraska legislature. The 
liighway department, or the good roads association, 
or any of the agencies interested in development, 
however, should undertake to gather Information as 
to what other states are doing in this particular. It 
ia highly essential that uniform provisions between 
the states should be established and that adequate 
steps be taken for safety and protection of those for 
whom the roads were originally built 


URBAN GAINS IN WEST A*D SOUTH. 


One of the significant facts revealed by publica- 


tion of the new federal census figures lor the prin- 
cipal cities of the various states is that the best av- 
erage growth during the past decade has taken place, 
not In the largest centers of population, but In cities 
of medium size. 


It also appears from the official population reports 


that cities in the Interior and Pacific coast regions 
and in the southern states have been growing at a 
faster rate, as a group, than t^ose along the Atlantic 
seaboard. 


For the thirteen metropolitan cities having .more 


than half a million inhabitants each the record is as 
follows: 


New York, increased 2-t2 per cent; Chicago. 2V9; 


Philadelphia, 7.7: Detroit, is.4; Los Angeles. 1135: 
Cleveland. 13: St. Louis, 6.4: Baltimore," 9.8: Boston. 
5.2: San T-rantisco. 258: Htteburp, 138: 
Buffalo, 
13.1: Milwaukee. 25.2.. 


Thus, for the Atlantic coast territory the big city 


increase ranged from 7.7 per cent in Philadelphia to 
249 per cent in New York: for tbc interior section the 
spread was from €.4 per cent In St. Louis to 5S4 per 
cent in Detroit: and on the Pacific coast it was 25,8 
per cent and 1135 per cent, respccarely, in the two 
ciOes of the class referred io."

Shda. Hew York state and Pennsylvania did belter, 
but neither made a j&owhi? to Justify any particular 
exuberance.

The list could be extended Indefinitely to show that

When trans- 
portation rates, the tariff, and other conditions are 
adjusted so as to give industries in all parts of the 
country an equal chance, the west and south will 
be able to overcome the disadvantage occasioned by 
loss in their rural and village population which have 
been taking place since the opening of the twentieth 
century.

SAVING AND SPENDING. 


One of the first rules laid down to a student of 


salesmanship is not to knock the other fellow's prod- 
uct. One is reminded of this precept by reading the 
address delivered at Nebraska City before the annual 
convention of the Nebraska of Savings & Loan asso- 
ciations by E. Holtby Myers of Los Angeles, president 
of the United States Building & Loan league. 


Mr. Myers says that what "the country needs Is 


fewer lodge memberships and more home member- 
ships." Almost everyone will agree that the country 
needs more home memberships, but there will be vast 
numbers who will demur to the Intimation of the 
speaker that membership in lodges tends to any 
appreciable degree to reduce the number of home 
owners. In fact many will Insist that men interest- 
ed in lodge work are more apt to be home builders 
than those who are not. 


The idea that Mr. Myers was seeking to drive home, 


however, was that money is paid for lodge initiation 
fees and dues' which would otherwise be put Into 
homes and he says that when he was married he be- 
longed to nine lodges. He gave them all up so that 
he could buy a- home. It is probably safe to say that 
not one mafi in ten' thousand belongs to nine lodges.

They have been saving 
money, as the reports of the savings and loan associ- 
ations, life Insurance companies and savings banks 
shows, and if they are not doing so well at this time 
it is the fault of conditions over which they have no 
control.

that is quite simple. The heart ini 
pumping the btood around through 
the Wood vessels of the body, must 
maintain a certain pressure behind 
Just as when you water your 
lawn witfe a hose tberc must be a. 
certain pressure exerted to throw 
water out from the nozzfe of Ui& 
hose. That pressure can be meas- 
ured by putting a gauce over the 
end of the hose. And in fact, the 
pressure under which bfcxxj would 
spurt from the end of a cut artery 
is the blood pressure. 


You can, however, measure the 
pressure of the water in tfre hose 
iy compressing the Iwsc at any point 
behind the nozzle. The amount ot 
pressure you arc compelled lo exert 
to shut off the stream of water is 
the same as the pressure of the wa- 
ter as it comes out of the noezic. 
That Is the method we use of meas- 
uring human WorxJ pressure. We 
wrap a rubber bag around the arm. 
It 3s connected both with a rubber 
bulb and with a measuring gauge. 
When we squeeze the arm by means 
of the tnrib «? tight that no oulse 
can be IcJt. the same will 


exerted at the time the heart is in 
systole or is in contraction. Wnen 
the heart relaxes, or as we say, is 
in diastole, the pressure Is naturally 
lower and is called the 
diastolic 
pressure. That also we can measure. 
The normal systolic blood pres- 
sure for human beings is 120 milli- 
meters of mercury, which means 
that the heart will raise a column 
up mercury 120 millimeters. It is 
usually spoken of simply as 
120. 


The normal diastolic blood pressure 
of human beilngs is 80. 


By "normal" we mean the average 
of a large group of people of all 
<ages. sexes and races. The most im- 
portant of these three factors 
is 
age. The blood pressure generally 
is low in infancy and childhood and 
tends to rise gradually as age ad- 
vances. For a person oJ twenty to 
thirty 120 is the normal systolic 
blood pressure. For a person of 40 
to 50. it is normally somewhat high- 
er. In general, and allowing for cer- 
tain other factors, your correct sys- 
tolic blood pressure may be said 
to be 100 plus your age. Thus, if 
you are 45. your systolic blood pres- 
sure should be about 145. 
Life insurance companies Gener- 
ally set an arMtxarv limit of ISO 
Tor systolic, and 100 for the diastolic 
pressure. They refuse to accept can- 
didates with higher readings than 
these. 


What, make sthe blood pressure 
rise as ase advances? Tomorrow we 
may discuss that question.

Heads Up For Policemen.

111 a period of general depression 
it is encouraging to find something 
going up. Policemen and firemen 
of New York City are to wear their 
heads higher. This is not the effect 
of cockiness, but is due to a regu- 
lation adopted by the Municipal 
Civil Service Commission this week 
In fact, it was hinted that slnci 
the salaries paid to firemen and 
policemen have been Increased, the 
city should demand more inches for 
its money. 


The new height requirement for 


firemen is S feet 7 inches, an in- 
crease of one inch. The new low on 
policemen is 5 feet 8 inches, a rise 
of oue-l"0f inch. The regulation will 
not apply to candidates for the two 
forces who took their examinations 
early this year, so it will probably 
be a matter of months before the 
upward trend in civil servants will 
be noticeable. 


Even if the new ruling were made 
retroactive, it would probably not 
mean dismissal for any one. Human 
beings in the twentieth century 
have gone in so extensively for girth 
control that a matter of a mere 
half-inch or so in height ought to 
be added without too much trouble 
Young men of 18 or 19 in training 
for military service can soon add an 
extra inch to then- stature by proper 
exercise. For older policemen cjnd 
firemen, who cannot be supple and 
elastic forever, the same apparent 
result might be accomplished by a 
few extra lifts on their heels.

•Huge trucks and large passenger b usses are b e­ 
coming an increasing prob lem on the new highways,” 
rem arks the K ansas City Star. 
"Their development 
has come with such a rush tha t regulation has not 
kept pace with it. 
Yet almost every week furnishes 
evidences tha t they m ust b e taken in hand if they 
are not to sweep the roads away from those for whom 
they were constructed. Even where no accidents oc­ 
cur, every driver knows the menace from these great 
vehicles moving at high speed over narrow rib b ons of 
concrete.” 
The foregoing relates to conditions in Kansas and 
Missouri. 
It applies with equal force to Neb raska, for truck 
and b us development here has b een no 
less 
rapid 
than in the two states to the south. 
Actually the 
menace of accidents is greater in Neb raska b ecause 
the chances of collision in loose gravel are greater 
tha n on hard surfaced roads. 
So while we have 
a 
more pressing prob lem b ecause such a small propor­ 
tion of the highways are paved, there will b e slight 
in any diminution of it after hard-surfaced roads ex ­ 
tend across the entire state. 
The fact should not b e overlooked tha t road sys­ 
tem s are constructed primarily for the use of individ­ 
uals. 
The millions spent for highways 
was 
gladly 
provided b ecause the farm er 
was told it 
would b e 
easy and economical for him to get his grain and live­ 
stock to market, and tha t his family would have 
ready and easy access to town. 
Townspeople under­ 
stood it would enab le them to visit otijer towns w ith­ 
out a loss of tim e; salesmen saw the opportunity to 
cover their territory b y automob ile. 
In short the 
highways were b uilt to 
perm it 
the 
individual to 
utilize the automob ile to the greatest advantage. 
In the b eginning, however, few realized the full 
possib ilities to which 
the 
highways 
m ight b e put. 
The development of good roads in all sections of the 
country led to an enormous ex pansion of local mass 
transportation. 
The opportunities 
of 
distrib uting 
m erchandise b y truck developed so rapidly as to fur­ 
nish real competition for the railroads in the tran s­ 
portation of freight, and only in a slightly lesser de­ 
gree in the handling of passenger b usiness. 
It lias 
b een a necessary and valuab le advance in modern 
b usiness and industry b ut it has likewise created prob ­ 
lems which call for solution. 
There should b e regu­ 
lation for the purpose of guarding and protecting life; 
6nd likewise the wear and tear of heavy trucks and 
b usses upon the roads, should it would seem call for 
a study to determine how much the owners of these 
vehicles should b e called upon to pay for m aintenance 
of the highways which they use. 
In Neb raska the license fee for b usses is lower tha n 
in Kansas. Here the companies engaged in b us trans­ 
portation pay a flat fee of $25 a year on long haul 
b usiness, and $7 a year for each passenger capacity. 
In Neb raska a 24-passenger b us pays $193 a year 
while In K arlas the license costs $230. 
In Missouri 
the license costs $240. 
In Neb raska license fees for 
trucks range from $8 a year for those with a capacity 
of 2,000 pounds to a max imum of $35 for the largest 
trucks. 
In Kansas the truck license ranges up to 
$200 a year. Missouri follows Neb raska on truck fees 
with a sliding scale of ab out the same rates. 
It would seem these questions are m atters which 
should b e considered b y the Neb raska legislature. The 
liighway departm ent, or the good roads association, 
or any of the agencies 
interested in 
development, 
however, should undertake to gather Information as 
to what other states are doing in this particular. 
It 
is highly essential tha t uniform provisions b etween 
the states should b e estab lished and tha t adequate 
steps b e taken for safety and protection of those for 
whom the roads were originally b uilt. 


URBAN GAINS IN WEST A*D SOUTH. 
One of the significant facts revealed b y pub lica­ 
tion of the new federal census figures for the prin­ 
cipal cities of the various states is tha t the b est av­ 
erage growth during the past decade has taken place 
not in the largest centers of population, b ut in cities 
of medium size 


SAVING AND SPENDING. 
One of the first rules laid down to a student of 
salesmanship is not to knock the other fellow’s prod­ 
uct. One is reminded of this precept b y reading the 
address delivered at Neb raska City b efore the annual 
convention of the Neb raska of Savings As Loan asso­ 
ciations b y R. Holtb y Myers of Los Angeles, president 
of the United States Building As Loan league. 
Mr. Myers says tha t what "the country needs is 
fewer lodge memb erships and more hom e m em b er­ 
ships.” Almost everyone will agree tha t the country 
needs more home memb erships, b ut there will b e vast 
numb ers who will dem ur to the intim ation of the 
speaker tha t m emb ership in lodges tends to any 
appreciab le degree to reduce the num b er of home 
owners. 
In fact m any will insist tha t m en interest­ 
ed in lodge work are more apt to b e home b uilders 
than those who are not. 
The idea tha t Mr. Myers was seeking to drive home, 
however, was tha t money is paid for lodge initiation 
fees and dues which would otherwise 
b e 
put 
into 
homes and he says tha t when he was m arried he b e­ 
longed to nine lodges. 
He gave them all up so tha t 
he could b uy a home. I t is prob ab ly safe to say tha t 
not one m ah in ten thousand b elongs to nine lodges. 
Most are content with one or two. or not to ex ceed 
three, and they are comparatively inex pensive. 
Mr. Myers gives sound advice when 
he 
counsels 
systematic saving and the acquisition of homes. 
He 
says tha t people neglect the places in which they live 
until they are ashamed to Invite their friends to visit 
them, so they drag them out to counry club s and give 
dinners which cost more than they 
can 
afford to 
spend. 
This may b e true, and prob ab ly is in some 
cases. 
There always has b een 
and 
always will b e 
some people who will go the lim it to “keep up with 
the Joneses.” b ut the vast m ajority of Americans are 
level headed and sensib le. 
They have b een saving 
money, as the reports of the savings and loan associ­ 
ations, life insurance companies and savings b anks 
shows, and if they are not doing so well a t this tim e 
it is the fault of conditions over which they have no 
control. 
Nothing Is more certain than tha t there can b e no 
return of prosperity if everyb ody hangs on to every 
cent tha t comes into his or her hands. 
There m ust 
b e spending or there 
can b e no employment. 
The 
whole nation wants a resum ption of b uilding con­ 
struction, realizing tha t this is the most eertain way 
of creating and distrib uting wealth, b ut this is not 
going to b e b rought ab out b y discontinuing every oth­ 
er form of hum an activity.

The first intimation she had that 
the bank was being 'robbed was 
when two bandits walked through 
the gate in the office railing, and 
covered the 
employes with guns. 
One of the pair seized her by the 
shoulder, and directed her to stand 
by the vault door. As she w 
standing there, she subconsciously 
heard a command from a bandit in 
the front of the bank to "Hold up 
your hands." Thinking this a good 
idea, she held up her own hands, 
Miss Zeiser said. 


Bandits Knew Bank. 
She was then forced to lie on the 
floor, with the 
others, including 
four bookkeepers .brought up from 
the basement by a bandit, who had 
gone directly to the stairway leading 
below, evidently with perfect knowl- 
edge of the bank's interior arrarige- 
ment. 
The whole affair was staged un- 
der the sole direction of a leader, 
who stood hi the center of the bank 
lobby, giving commands cooly and 
calmly, Miss Zeiser stated. At his 
command, one of the bandits di- 
rected a general order to open the 
safes hi the vault. As no one 
obeyed, the command was repeated, 
this time with a menacing move of 
the gun. 


Found Open Safe. 


"Who can open the safe," asked 
the bandit. 
Then 
someone in- 
formed him that Miss Zeiser knew 
the combination, and 
she was 
pointed out. Miss Zeiser, knew the 
combination to the securities safe 
only, and this she opened. 
After 
compelling her to lie on the vault

No. 4—The Rise To Leadership. 


1HE man whose greatest fame in years to come was to be 


as a manager and tactical genius turned down his first 


chance to become the leader of a 'major league baseball club. 


After nearly four seasons with the Washington Na- 


tionals, from late in 1886 through 1889, Connie Mack for- 
sook "Organized Baseball" for the one and only time in his 
career by jumping to the Players' league, formed by the 
Brotherhood or players' union in 1890. 


This outlay venture lasted only one season. Mack was 


among the stars most sought after by National league mag- 
nates, eager to break what amounted to a "strike," and ac- 
:epted what was then the munificent salary of $3,500 to join 
he Pittsburgh club, owned by W. W. Kerr. 


"If they had only known it at 
the time." Mack related, "the Na- 
tional league club owners could 
have persuaded me and most of the 
others to sicn for much less money. 


"The Brotherhood was on its last

HE National league throuch the 
years ol 1891-92-93 experienced 


a marked depression. Gate receipts 
dwindled. Frank G. Sclce's Boston 
seanj. featuring Herman Long.

John Clarkwjn and 
other stars was a great attraction 
MS champion in these three rears 
but central interest was at low -ebb.

ereignty itself remains with "the 
people," by whom and' for. whom 
all 
Government 
exists and acts. 


And the law is the definition and 
limitation of power. It is, indeed, 
quite true that there must always 
be lodged somewhere, and in per- 
son or body, the authority of final 
decision; and in many case of more 
administration the responsibility is 
purely politcal, no appeal lying ex- 
cept to the ultimate tribunal of 
the 
public . judgment, exercised 
either in the pressure of opinion 
or by means of the suffrage." 


Relating .to observance and en- 


forcement of our laws, by our duly 
authorized officers "we the people" 
may freely offer constructive criti- 
cism, based'Upon their official re- 
cords; they write, we read.
